Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. 
Substitution of a flowmeter for a pressure gauge in leak testing is old in the art. The two techniques are known alternatives as evidenced 
by applicant's specification at page 1 . Wickham also states that replacement of one for the other is known and motivated. Wickham 
further teaches how to do this substitution, by removing a side branch of a tubing system attached to a pressure meter, and instead 
placing a flow meter directly in the main path desired to be tested. Applicant's other argument contends that one having ordinary skill in 
the art would not choose a flowmeter best suited to the flow conditions of the system. 35 USC 103 clearly sets forth the "ordinary skill in 
the art" standard. Applicant's contentions are inconsistent with this standard. 

Continuation of 13, Other: The proposed amendment to claim 1 would overcome the 1 12 rejection of claim 1, but would cause claim 10 
to be rejected under 112, since this amendment would cause a dependent claim to be broader in scope than the independent claim. A 
controller that "subtracts" is marginally broader than one that "compares".
